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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. Claims 34-52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. In independent claims 34,41 and 46, the first 
and second silicone thermoset elastomer layers being generally free or substantially 
free of voids therein has not support in the original disclosure and therefore is new 
matter. 

2. Claim 45 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 45, the "cloth layer" lacks proper antecedent basis. It is not clear if 
applicant was intending to refer to a previous claimed element or introduce a cloth layer 
into the claims and therefore the scope of the claim is not clear. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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4. Claims 34-37,41 ,46-49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Barma '824. 

Barna teaches a shoe insert (arch support system) comprising a first and second 
elastomer layers (poron layer 12 and elastomeric material such as Viscolas 14) and a 
reinforcement woven aramid layer (16) substantially as claimed except for the layers 
being silicone thermoset elastomer layers being generally free of voids therein. It 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to construct the elastomeric material out of silicone thermoset elastomer 
such as ones generally free of voids therein, since it has been held to be within the 
general skill of a worker in the art to select a known material on the basis of its suitability 
for the intended use as a matter of obvious design choice. In re Leshin, 125 USPQ 416. 
Regarding claim 46, aramid material as defined by Barma is a high tensile fibrous 
material as claimed. 

Regarding the hardness of the material, the selection of a suitable hardness for 
the first and second layers as taught above, would appear to constitute no more than an 
obvious design choice inasmuch as a number of different hardness would appear to be 
suitable depending on the individual wearer (size of wearer), the activity for be used for. 
Therefore, it is the examiner's conclusion that it would have been obvious for an artisan 
with ordinary skill to determine a workable or even optimum hardness for the heel first 
and second layers and thereby arrive at the ranges claimed by the applicant. 
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Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-33 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.

6. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
